I. P.M. A.Wins Fight For Model 
Ordinance Governing Storage 


Week’s Conference of Oil and Varnish Representatives With Big Fire 
Insurance Body Results in Modification of Their 
Proposed Regulations 


Agreement to a tentative form of model ordinance to regulate the storage of petro- 
leum and its products was reached at a week’s conference at New York City in March 
between representatives of the petroleum paint and varnish associations and the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association, representing the fire underwriting and insurance 


interests of the country. 


This draft, drawn with a sub-committee from the fire prevention committee of the 
Fire Protective Association, is now being submitted to the whole committee by mail in 
hopes that the committee will report it favorably at the annual meeting of the Fire 
Protection Association at Chicago, May 13, 14 and 15. 


The ordinance as now drawn will notaffect any existing plants, either oil, paint or 


varnish, to any extent, it is believed. In some few cases it may cause some minor 
changes, to make the plants conform to present good practices. Future plants, or future 


additions of certain classes to present plants, however, will have to be an improvement 
over the older plants of today, but not necessarily an improvement over the newer and 
up-to-date plants that have recently been put in. 


The ordinance as revised does, however, 
bear quite heavily on the small consumer 
of gasoline, naphtha and benzine and burn- 
ing oil, especially the house owner, as all 
of these products are barred from. resi- 
dences for storage purposes. Reports show 
that it is in the residence that a large per- 
centage of the accidents, fires and losses of 
life occur from careless handling of these 
products. The ordinance also seeks to 
enact not only the “red can” gasoline act 
now in force in many states, but to require 
a distinctive color on kerosene cans, and 
labels on both that will not only warn the 
consumer as to the contents but that will 
tend to educate him, somewhat, in the 
proper handling of the products. .\ll to the 
end that he will be so placed on legal no- 
tice of what the can may contain and the 
character of the contents that the consum- 
er will not have much of a leg to stand on 
in case he seeks to collect damages from 
the oil company for his own 
handling of the oil.

WHAT IT PROVIDES. 

In brief the revised ordinance provides 

That all inflammable liquids shall be di- 
vided into four classes, those that flash 
below 30 deg. I. by the Tagliabue open 
cup, those that flash between 30 and 80 
deg., those that flash between 80 and 150 
deg. and those that flash above 150 deg 
The first class, below 30 deg., would con- 
tain, in addition to the gasolines, ether, 
carbon bisulphide, benzol, crude oil, etc.; 
Class 2, between 30 and 80 deg., would af- 
fect chiefly alcohol; Class 3, between 80 
and 150, would concern kerosene, turpen- 
tine, etc., while Class 4, above 150, would 
take in all lubricating oils, animal and vege- 
table oils. The products of, or articles 
into which any articles under Classes 1, 2 
and 3 enter into the manufacture of, are 
also included, according to the flash point 
Alcohol below 150 proof is excluded, elim- 
inating the barroom liquor from considera 
tion. 

Containers, as specified by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, are accepted, as 
well as the Treasury Department’s specili- 
cations on distilled spirits, and other con- 
tainers are specified in the ordinance 

The ordinance generally provides that 
containers up to Class 4 liquids shall be 
kept closed at all times, save when empty- 
ing or filling Under this section btngs 
must be kept in empty barrels, thus insur 
ing the oil jobber’s not only getting the 
bung back but also that the barrel will be 
returned without a lot of rain water in it 

Smoking is of course prohibited in rooms 
containing the light products, and lighting 
shall be by electricity, as specified in the 
National Electrical Code, now generally 
adopted by all cities and states.

Proposal Before Railroads Would 
Bring Big Rate Increase—Send 
In Your Protest 


The barrel shipper of oils will be greatly 
discriminated against and the full car load 
shipper favored, if a proposed change in 
the Official Classification is made. 

It is proposed to eliminate the estimated 
weight on oils of 410 pounds in barrels and 
240 pounds in half.barrels when shipped in 
mixed car loads and have these shipments 
in barrels and half barrels, mixed carloads, 
go at actual weight. This will add 25 to 
50 pounds to the barrel on the lubricating 
oils, and will work a great hardship on the 
oil jobber particularly, if not practically 
eliminating him from all classes of business 
for which the car load shippers want to 
compete. 

This proposed change will be considered 
at a meeting of the Official Classification 
Committee at New York April 23. The oil 
men’s protest will be entered by Traffic 
Manager Boltz of the National Petroleum 
Association and the traffic men of Inde- 
pendent oil companies. 

However, to make sure that the commit- 
tee appreciates just what a hardship this 
will be on the oil trade, what an unwar- 
ranted discrimination it will be and how it 
will operate to stop small shipments, every 
Independent oil man should enter vigorous 
protest at once by letter.

Following this hearing on the law will 
come future hearings on facts, on the rea 
sonableness of rates, ete.

holders themselves at a meeting, that the

that extra stock was issued on payment of 
the so-called assessment. The fraud order 
Was issued, it was testified by the post of- 
fice officials, after Tucker had been indicted 
for fraudulent use of the mails, a charge of 
which he was acquitted. 

It was further shown that various Con- 
gressmen and Senators applied to the post 
office department to drop the fraud order, 
as late as two years after it was issued and 
that their applications were refused on the 
ground that they made them stating that 
Tucker had been acquitted of the charge 
for which the fraud order was issued. The

fense than that for which Tucker was in- 
dicted and later acquitted.

Congressman McCoy demanded of the 
post office department official on the stand 
why he did not consider the applications of 
the several members of Congress as applica- 
tions for Tucker’s release from the order?

“It is another attempt on the part of the 
post office department to trespass on the 
administration of the criminal law, assum- 
ing that a crime has been committed,” said 
Mr. McCoy. “People have said to me 
prominent Republican members. of this 
house have said to me—that that thing 
ought to be checked, and I believe it ought 
to be.” 

Mr. McCoy chided the department for 
letting so many fake mining and oil com- 
panies escape, and yet singling out an indi- 
vidual acting under orders of his board 
directors.

Frank Peterson of Grove 
City, Pa., was in direct charge of the tests, 
and the Master Car Builders’ Association 
and oil men generally watched the tests. 

The tests were conducted with a 400-gal- 
lon tank, but it is intended to reproduce 
them, using a tank taken from a tank car. 

In the first test gasoline of 671. degrees 
eaume gravity and 34 degrees Fahrenheit 
in temperature was used. The safety valve 
on the tank was set at 12 pounds. A fire, 
built under the tank with gasoline, burned 
for twenty minutes before the safety valve 
popped, after which the heating was con- 
tinued for some minutes longer to make 
the test more complete. After extinguishing 
the fire the temperature of the gasoline in 
the tank was found to be 140 degrees 
lahrenheit, a rise of over 100 degrees. 

The next test was made on natural gas 
gasoline of 88 degree Beaume gravity and 
40 degrees Fahrenheit. The safety valve 
popped at 14 pounds, and the pressure on 
the tank, as recorded by the pressure gauge, 
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At the con- 
clusion of the test the temperature of the 


varied from 14 to 15 pounds. 


gasoline was 115 degrees Fahrenheit. Dur- 
ing this test the entire tank was enveloped 
in flames 

After the completion of the above test a 
smaller safety valve was substituted, while 
the other conditions remained the same 
Upon heating the tank the results were ap- 
proximately the same as in the preceding 
test except that the safety valve remained 
open continuously and the pressure on the 
tank rose slightly higher, due to the small 
er opening in the valve. 

The last test of the series was made 
under the same conditions, but the spring 
of the safety valve was. replaced 
stronger one, and the valve was set to pop 
at 20 pounds. On _ heating the tank the 
valve popped at 22 pounds and the escap- 
ing gas burned continuously.

The highest 
pressure on the tank as recorded by the 
pressure gauge was 40 pounds. The heat 
applied to the tank in this case was much 
higher than had been used in any of the 
preceding tests, so high that it was impos- 
sible to approach closer than 200 feet with 
a camera for the purpose of taking a pic- 
ture. At the conclusion of the test the tank 
showed absolutely no injury.

USE KEROSENE NOW IN 
ALL GASOLINE ENGINES 


The increasing cost of gasoline’ has 
brought various appliances on the market 
to use kerosene in gas engines. 

One of the latest of these is an oil gas 
engine, manufactured by the Diamond Iron 
Works, at Minneapolis. It works on the 
principle ot keeping the burnt gases sep- 
arate all the time from the fresh fuel mix- 
ture in the cylinder, all this by specially 
constructed cylinders. The company is 
making a complete engine. 

In New York City, the Kerosene Gas 
Producer Company, 1926 Broadway, is ofter- 
ing a device for attachment to any kind of 
a gas or gasoline engine. This connects 
onto the muffler, but does not displace the 
latter. The exhaust gases are forced through 
this device, a chamber, winding through 
which is a long passage carrying vaporized 
kerosene. In this passage the kerosene 
vapor is heated into a gas and then passed 
through a carburetor and into the cylinder. 
The manufacturers claim that their device 
not only makes a 50 per cent saving in fuel 
bills because of the low cost of the kero- 
sene, but that 10 per cent to 15 per cent less 
kerosene is consumed in making the same 
horse power as developed from gasoline. 
The engine is started first: on gasoline and 
then switches automatically to kerosene.

Evidently Mr. Hardy is not acquaint- 
ed with the gentlemanly ward heeler of 
Chicago, who “inspects” oil for the city at 
about $20,000 a year.

Will Tell How To Avoid Fires 
in Plants, at I. P. M. A. Meeting 


So many excellent ideas and new points 
on jobber’s plant construction developed 
during the week’s conference between rep- 
resentatives of the Independent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Association and the National 
Fire Protection Association on the pro- 
posed model ordinance to regulate the stor- 
age of petroleum and its products, that S. D. 
Hastings, of the Barkhausen Oil Company, 
Green Bay, Wis., who took care of plant 
construction for the jobbers at the confer- 
ence, will give a special talk on the subject 
at the Minneapolis meeting of the jobbers 
in June. 

The talk will be illustrated with drawings 


showing not only good plant construction, 
but how the jobber can get the most out of 


> 


his property, and his plant, at the least fire 
hazard; in fact, how he can practically avoid 
fires. 


This talk will be specially valuable in 
case of new construction about present 
plants or the building of new plants, for it 
will enable the jobber to build with an eye 
toward not only present reasonable regula- 
tions, but with an eye on what the future 
may require in regulations. 


Mr. Hastings is well fitted to take up this 
work, as he is a graduate mechanical en- 
gineer of Case School of Applied Science, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and has had many years’ 
experience as an oil jobber, and has built 
several stations in the Northwest. 


Mr. Hastings will also explain the work- 
ings of the. fire ordinance as proposed. 


COURT HEARS OUSTER 
AGAINST BIG OIL CO. 


The Supreme Court Commission, Divi- 
sion No. 1, at Oklahoma City, Okla., heard 
arguments recently in the ouster case of the 


state against the Indian Territory I[Illumi- 
nating Co. and others. This case was com- 
menced in the district court of Osage coun- 
ty Dec. 1, 1908, in which court the state was 
denied its writ of ouster. 

The company claims that the Oklahoma 
gas pipe line law is unconstitutional, and an 
interference with interstate commerce; that 
natural gas is a subject of private owner- 
ship and not of exclusive state control; that 
the contract-lease of defendant lying in fed- 
eral grant cannot be interfered with by 
state laws. 

This is one of the most important hear- 
ings coming before the Supreme Court 
Commission since statehood as the defend- 
ant company has a lease, by act of Con- 


gress, upon 680,000 acres in Osage county.

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The Hunt For Crude in All the Fields 


Big Extension Promised by New Well at Cleveland, O. 


Standard Welding Co. on Lake Front Ten Miles From First 
Weill Get Good Showing of Oil—Development Moving Rapidly. 


The Cleveland, Ohio, field still 


steady development work, and while there 


she ws 


has been nothing startling uncovered in the 
tield the past month the prospects are very 
encouraging, and it 1s the opinion of com- 
petent oil men that the producing area in 
eastern Ohio will be greatly enlarged and 
will extend northward to the shore of the 
lake. 

The most interesting development is the 
Standard Welding Co.’s oil well on their 
factory site, West 74th street and the lake 
front. The officials of the company persist 
in making this well somewhat of a mystery 


»y their reticence and their refusal to give 
out any information as to the 
status of the work 


present 
It is generally under- 
stood, however, that they have gone down 
2.000 or 2,700 feet and have penetrated the 
Clinton sand to a depth of 24 feet. Sat- 
urday, April 6, drilling was stopped, and 
Monday the well was baled out, with just 
what showing it is impossible to say as yet 
There is a good showing ot oil in the well, 
and its producing qualities will be watched 
with a great deal of interest. 

This well is the most easterly one yet 
drilled in the city limits, being one and 
one-fourth miles east of the Winton Motor 
Car Co.’s factory, on which property there 
is one producing gas well, making from 
3,000,000 to 4,000,000 feet 

It is the opinion of experienced oil men 
who have examined the local field that the 
oil will be found to the east of the gas. For 
this reason the Welding Co.'s 
well is of more than ordinary interest, and 
is the only well drilled within the city lim- 
its for oil. 

OTHER CITY WORK. 

Five other wells are being drilled in the 
city. 

The Winton Motor Car Co. is drilling 
another well for gas on their property near 
where they secured such an excellent pro- 
ducer a short time ago in the Clinton sand. 
\t the present time this well is down to a 
depth of 1,000 feet. 

West of the Winton well a rig 1s drilling 
on the property of the City Ice Delivery 
Co. at 117th street, for gas.

This well is 
down to about 2,000 feet, and it is expected 
that it will have to go down about 500 or 
600 feet more before striking the Clinton 
sand 

West still further beyond the City Ice 
Delivery Co.’s property the National Car- 
bon Co. has a producing well in the Clinton 
sand making, it 1s estimated, 3,000,090 or 
4,000,000 feet. The same company is drill- 
ing another well on its property, which is 
down to about 1,200 feet 


In the eastern part of the city there are 


two wells being drilled These locations 
are four to five miles east of the Standard 
Welding Co.’s, and if they show oil will 
extend the present producing field very ma- 
terially to the east. The Telling’s Ice 
Cream Co. are drilling on their property at 
East 38th street and Carnegie avenue \t 
ast 21st street, between Prospect and Eu- 
clid avenue, the Burns-Bowe bakery Co. 
have erected a derrick and will soon start 
drilling. 
PUSH COUNTY WORK. 

In the field south of Cleveland and out- 
side the city limits there has been more 
development work done. There are now 
three producing wells in this field. Several 
more that will reach the Clinton sand in a 
few days. 

The Ohio Oil Co. has a producing well, 
making about twenty barrels on the Choy- 
nacki farm. This well does not penetrate 
the Clinton sand, being brought in at the 
bottom of the Niagara limestone at a depth 
of 2,530 feet. It is an offset to No. 1 well 
of the Newburg Brick Co. which was 
brought in Oct. 15, 1911, at 2,500 feet and is 
still making about 30 barrels per day. The 
well of the Chartiers Oil Co., 
brought in last month on the Fisher farm, 
has only produced about 200 barrels to date. 
This well reached 2,812 feet and penetrates 
the Clinton sand to a depth of about 32 
feet. Salt water leaks in about 180 feet 


which was 


above the sand, and it will be necessary to 
case this off before the well will show much 
production. 

In addition to these producing wells 
there are a number of drills in operation 
and several locations made. 

The Ohio Oil Co. is putting up a rig on 
the C. Stark farm, about three-fourths of a 
mile southeast of its producing well. 

On the Fosdick farm, three-fourths of a 
mile south of the Ohio Oil Co.’s well, the 
Metropolitan Brick Co. are drilling. The 
drill went through the Niagara limestone, 
from which formation the production of the 
Ohio Oil Co.’s well is obtained, without 
finding oil, but drilling has been continued 
and it is expected that the Clinton sand will 
be reached in a day or two. 

The Metropolitan Brick Co. have a rig 
up and are starting to drill their No. 2 well 
on their brick factory 
their No. 1 well. 

The Logan Natural Gas Co. are drilling 


property north of 


on the Grane farm, about one mile south of 
the Fosdick well of the Metropolitan Brick 
Co. and on the west side of the Cuyahoga 
river. This well is now down about 300 
feet. 

The Northfield Oil & Gas Co. (P. D. Me- 
Connell and John Chapman), have a rig 


and have started drilling on the Valentine 
Christ farm close to the No. 2 well of the 
Metropolitan Brick Co. The Norththeld Co 
also has a location on the Geisendorter 
farm, but have not yet started drilling 

Duff & McClintock have a location on 
the City Reduction Works land, 1,000 feet 
west of the first Newburg well. They have 
not started as yet to put in a rig, but ex 
pect to do so in the near future. 

The Newburg Brick Co. are starting their 
No. 2 well about 800 feet east of their No 
1, the original Newburg well, on the Kai- 
mer farm. 

Altogether the Cleveland field is showing 
results that are very promising, and op- 
erators are sanguine over the possibilities 
of the field. It is probable that the next 
month will see a marked increase in activ- 
ity and development in the field, which is 
necessary before much can be determined 
as to the character and extent of the pro- 
ducing area. 


OHIO WOULD TAX

COLUMBUS, O., April 6.—In a circular 
letter to all county auditors, the Ohio Tax 
Commission says that many oil and gas 


Jands in the state are not appraised at their 
real value. 

It is asserted that in many instances only 
surface values are returned, while below the 
sod that furnishes grain, vegetables and 
hay, is a mineral deposit of much greater 
value. 

The commission says that by the method 
used in the past the state has lost many 
hundred thousands of dollars. Oil and gas 
are said to be minerals within the meaning 
of the Ohio law.

Oil Men Plan Memorial ‘Tablet 
For Three Century Old “Well” 
at Cuba, N. Y. 


\ movement is under way to mark, with 
a suitable tablet, the widely known oil 
spring two miles from Cuba, New York 
The first white man to visit this spring 1s 
believed to have been a Franciscan priest, 
named Joseph de la Roche D’Allion, and 
the date is generally given as Feb. 18, 1627 

Its existence was known to the Indians 
long before, situated as it was on a carry 
route from the Great Lakes to the Missis 
sippi. D’Allion mentions the spring in a 
letter as yielding “a good kind of medi- 
cine,” called by the Indians “Antonontons.” 
It was more widely known as Seneca oil, 
after the Indian tribe of that name, and as 
such is generally mentioned the his- 
tories. 

At present the oil pool is encircled by a

U. S. Supreme Court Upholds 
Decision of Missoure Court In 


Old Hadley Fight 


The United States Supreme Court in an 
opinion handed down April 1 upheld the 
constitutionality of the Missouri anti-trust 
statutes, and affirmed the writ of ouster 
against the Standard Oil Company and the 
Republic Oil Company, a subsidiary, ob- 
tained in the Missouri Supreme Court. 


This suit was started by Attorney Gen- 


eral Hadley, now governor, seven years 
ago, alleging conspiracy to suppress com- 
petition between the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, the Republic Oil Company 


and the Waters-Pierce Oil Company. 


In the state court the companies were 
fined $50,000 and the licenses of the Stand- 
ard and Republic companies were revoked. 


The Waters-Pierce Company paid the fine 


and were permitted to remain in business 
in the state.

WANT SHALLOW SAND.

In the 
Chesterfield field in Morgan county, Ohio, 
there is prospect for renewed activity, and 
the same is true in eastern Washington 
county.

RACIAL PROGRESS. 

In the course of its recent industrial in- 
vestigations the United States Immigration 
Commission. secured representative 
employers an expression of opinion rela- 
tive to the progress and efficiency of their 
immigrant workmen. The relative efficiency 
of the races employed at Whiting, Indiana, 
is given by the superintendent as follows: 
(1) Native Americans and English-speaking 
races other than Irish; (2) Germans; (3) 
Irish; (4) Poles; (5) Slovaks; (6) Croatians; 
(7) all other races. This classification is 
made to include all departments of the re- 
finery and all grades of work. It was agreed 
by all officials of the refinery that the races 
from the southern and eastern states of 
Kurope, taken as a whole, are the hardest 
drinkers, and that this practice has handi- 
capped them in point of advancement in the 
plant. All non-English-speaking races are 
under a disadvantage in securing employ- 
ment and in being promoted unless they are 
able to speak English, but their personal 
efliciency in the several occupations is but 
little affected, it is claimed, by their lack 
ot knowledge of the language. 


The general manager of 


an oil refining 
sayonne with approximately 
100 employes considers Slovaks, Ruthenians, 
Poles and Lithuanians more intelligent than 
Italians and more desirable as semi-skilled 
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laborers, but for the rough, unskilled labor, 
requiring little intelligence or responsibility, 
Italians are preferred. English, Irish and 
Germans will not accept employment in this 
refinery, where much of the work is of a 
very disagreeable nature. The manager of 
another refining company in close touch 
with his employes was very emphatic in his 
preference for Irish laborers over Slovaks 
and Poles. The latter races, he asserted, 
are untrustworthy and unreliable, do not 
apply themselves intelligently, and are ap- 
parently without ambition to increase their 
efficiency. Social and religious duties inter- 
fere with their work to some extent, and 
their low standards of living render them 
physically unable to perform  hard-labor 
work. This official was very severe in his 
criticism of the Slovaks and Poles, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Irish were far 
superior workmen in every respect. 

The officials of the refineries at Whiting 
say that nearly 75 per cent of the labor 
done in the plant is skilled, designating as 
a skilled occupation one which requires an 
apprenticeship of at least a month. Such 
work as can be done with picks, shovels and 
rakes is generally regarded as_ unskilled. 
The races showing the most marked ten- 
dency to advance themselves out of the 
lowest grades of work and to enter the oc- 
cupations classified as skilled are the Ger- 
mans, Poles, Slovaks and Irish in the order 
named. There are a number of Germans, 
Irish and Slovaks who have been made 
foremen in recognition of their ability, but 
among the other races employed from the 
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southern and eastern states of Europe there 
has been no tendency to work up to the 
positions of foremen. One reason why the 
Germans, Poles and Slovaks are making 
progress is that they are rapidly acquiring 
a speaking knowledge of English. Among 
the other non-English-speaking races in the 
plant but few persons will be found who 
speak English, and those who do not speak 
the language are very slow in mastering it 


ATTACKS R. R. RULE 
TO LIMIT STATIONS 


Illinois Oil Co. Sues Milwaukee 
& St. Paul to Ship Oil 
to All Points 


The Illinois Oil Company, of Rock 
Island, Ill., has tiled a mandamus suit in 
the Circuit Court, charging that the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway 
Company, because of a rule against accept- 
ing delivery of oil at stations where shipper 
is without tank facilities, has seriously 
handicapped the oil company. 

It is stated that at the hearing in court 
the complainant will attempt to show that 
the Milwaukee road is controlled by the 
Standard Oil Company and that the rule 
is aimed at the independent oil companies. 

The Illinois Oil Company sell mostly to 
farmers who are provided with metal bar- 
rels, which are filled from tank cars held 
on the sidings until emptied.

Her owners are trying to make a mystery 
out of the well by surrounding it with a 
high fence and keeping everybody out with 
guards, day and night. 

The pay was struck in the Trenton at a 
depth of about 1,400 feet. The oil is rich 
in paraffin, with a gravity of 39 and a prob- 
able market value of $2.25 per barrel. There 
is likely to be a lot of drilling soon to test 
out the territory. The next test well will 
be about three miles to the northwest of the 
initial test, and work will begin at once. 

Milton is on the C. P. R. railroad about 
30 miles due north of Hamilton, in Halton 
county, and away outside of what had ever 
before been considered as likely to develop 
into oil territory. 

The deepening of the well at Milton fifty 
feet after the shot has not increased the 
supply of oil or gas, although for forty feet 
below the oil showing the rock was porous 
and had points favorable to the existence 
of oil.

The latest company to make the change is 
that old pioneer, the Leamington Oil & Gas 
Company, a Michigan corporation, which 
has changed its name to The Canadian Gas 
Company, Limited, and is now operating 
under a provincial charter from Ontario. 
3y so doing it escapes heavy federal and 
state taxes. It is a million dollar corpora- 
tion and controls about 50 per cent of the 
natural gas supply of the Tilbury field. The 
principal offices will be maintained in De- 
troit with no change in the management, 
John W. Beamer continuing to be the con- 
trolling spirit. 

The Canada Natural Gas Company, Lim- 
ited, is another new Ontario corporation 
promoted by three well-known American 
producers, Messrs. E. G. Evans, of Oil City, 
Pa.; Fred King, of Findlay, Ohio, and 
Philip W. Roth, of Buffalo, N. Y. The head- 
quarters of the company is in Hamilton. 
Mr. Roth was on this side last week looking 


after the interests of the company and mak- 
ing arrangements for another test well in 
Houghton township, Norfolk county. The 
company has a large acreage in Elgin and 
Norfolk counties. They drilled three test 
wells last fall and have two producers and 
one duster to their credit.

Several of the gas producers in the Til- 
bury field in the western part of the penin- 
sula tried the experiment several years ago 
and gave it up as a bad job, claiming there 
was too much sulphur in the gas to make 
it a success. 

Nearly all of the larger gas companies 
operating in Ontario have had analysis of 
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the different fields and so far none of them 
have received favorable reports as to the 
practicability of manufacturing gas from the 
casing head. 


WARNS AGAINST OIL 


Expert Cautions Engineers 
Not to Stick to Lard Oil 
Exclusively—Whatto Use

Many intelligent and practical machinists 
cling to the old-line theory that one kind of 
oil should answer all purposes in the shop, 
and they hold to the use of lard oil ex- 
clusively, and not without reason, provided 
the lard oil in use 1s of the very best quality. 

It is, however, very difficult at the present 
day to get pure lard oil for machinery pur- 
poses at any reasonable price. It is gen- 
erally adulterated in endless proportions 
with cottonseed oil, white and almost in- 
odorous and much cheaper than lard oil of 
reasonably good quality, and is likewise 
adulterated with so-called mineral-sperm oil, 
which perverted ingenuity successfully and 
expressly produces for adulteration of fatty 
oils, so perfectly that the uninformed are 
unable to detect its presence in lard and 
other fatty oils, 

There is also an endless number of mix- 
tures of lard oil with all kinds of mineral 
oils, and the less lard oil there is in such 
mixtures, the viler is the quality and the 
better it deceives by its more prominent 
odor and secure its more ready sale. 

Cottonseed oil is a very useful article, but 
it belongs to the class of drying oils, and, 
like all of them, is an inferior lubricant, as 
it is equally inferior as an article of fooc, 
notwithstanding the claims of high recom- 
mendation for such use by manufacturers 
of it, and the barefaced offering of it to 
iarmers and dairymen (already sufficiently 
instructed in the dollar-and-cents chem- 
istry of oleomargarine butter), for adulter- 
ating the cream to make increased quan- 
lity and profit on butter. 

All the animal and vegetable oils, even 
the best, will decompose by exposure to the 
atmosphere and by frictional heat during 
lubrication and are obliged, on account of 
their high fire test, to absorb a considerable 
amount of frictional heat before they are 
able to vaporize and pass with it into space. 
They become decomposed by it and with

FATS GOOD FOR CUTTING. 

For cutting screws and bolts and drilling 
in metal, however, the fatty oils are unsur- 
passed and even their poorest and cheapest 
grades are well adapted for that purpose. 
Cutting screws and bolts and drilling in 
metal creates much frictional heat by the 
contact of two metallic surfaces, of differ- 
ent density, in motion, but the action is not 
a long continued one and a new surface of 
softer metal in the shape of screws and 
bolts is constantly presented to the surface 
ot the denser metal of which the drills and 
dies are made, and the frictional heat here 


developed is more readily absorbed by fatty 


oils on account of their great viscosity and 
excellent heat absorbing qualities, and en- 
ables them, with the finished screws or bolts 
laid aside, to dispose of the heat more lei- 
surely. 

With bearings and continuously moving 
machinery this is different, as the surfaces 
of the metal remain unchanged in close con- 
tact with each other while in motion, and 


the rapidly evolved frictional heat requires 
to be disposed of by the lubricant as fast 
as it is produced, lest the heat becomes ab- 
sorbed by the metal, and accumulating more 
and more, cause it to become overheated 
and injured. The fatty oils with their high 
fire test are, therefore, not the best lubri- 
cants for lubricating machinery. They will 
decompose and form gummy deposits, and 
the higher their fire test the 
heat they are obliged to absorb and ac 


more 


cumulate before a part of it becomes en- 
abled to vaporize with it into space. 

Machinists are well aware of the incon- 
venience caused by the gumming of fatty 
oils on machinery not in constant use, and 
when hurriedly in need of using such ma- 
chine, for instance, a planer are delayed, by 
the necessity of first cleaning and getting it 
into working order. 

Now, if lard oil alone is to be used in the 
shop, it has to be of the best quality ‘to be 
equal to the requirement of lubricating the 
machinery, and the same such good and ex- 
pensive oil would also have to be used for 
drilling and cutting.

IS BEING ACCEPTED 


(By Special Correspondert.) 

LOS ANGELES, April 3.—The Amer- 

n Oil Fields, the largest member of the 
ndependent Producers’ Agency, with the ex 
eption of the Union Oil Co., announces that 
t will not accept the Union’s offer of 35 cents 
for its storage oil, the amount of which is 
hetween a million and a million and a quarter 
barrels, but will hold it for higher prices. 

The company is one of those headed by E. 
L. Doheny, who is also at the head of the 
Mexican Petroleum. The same policy will be 
followed by the American Petroleum, another 
of the Doheny companies, operated in Coal- 
inga, but this corporation has only a very small 
amount of oil in stock as it had heavy con- 
tracts for nearly all its production before it 
entered the Agency. It is likely also that a 
nunber of other large Agency members will 
decline to sell, but the smaller ones will mostly 
take advantage of the Union's offer. 

The Union’s proposition was accepted by 
the Agency as a whole, but it leaves each in- 
dividual company to sell or hold all or part of 
its storage oil as it may see fit. 

Briefly, the Union’s proposal is as follows: 
To certificate all the oil in storage, a little 
under 11,000,000 barrels, guaranteed minimum 
price 35 cents, the Union to purchase all oil 
owned by members other than itself up to 
fifty per cent of the whole that may be offered 
within thirty days after the certilicates are 
issued; the Union to carry the storage oil 
‘btained of the members free of charge, said 
storage to participate in current sales to the 
extent of 200,000 barrels a month, the agree- 
ment to run for four years. Another great 
benefit derived will be that storage oil wiili 
be retired from participation of monthly sales, 
so that each member will get cash returns 
monthly for practically all his output and the 
storage charges, about four cents a barrel on 
sales, hitherto withheld for monthly returns, 
will be done away with. Only one company 
voted against accepting the proposition, a 
former Union employe.
